Amsterdam, Dec. 13— The German 
government will ask the allies to oc­ 
cupy Berlin, in case the Bolshevik 
movement continues to grow, 
Philip 
Scheidemann declared in a speech at 
the capital, according to Berlin dis­ 
patches received today. Berlin pre­ 
dicted that American troops would 
soon arrive in Berlin, upon which his 
audience cheered. 
“The government has decided to 
shrink from nothing to 
re-establish 
order,” Scheidemann declared, in ad­ 
dressing an open air meeting. 
“We 
will request the enemy armies to oc­ 
cupy Berlin, if the Spartacus group 
continue^ its demonstrations. 
“We may have the American troops 
here shortly—God knows for 
how

“If you have any of the symptoms 
of cold or grip, consult your physician.

If you are ut all suspic­ 
ious of your condition and rail to use 
every precaution to protect your own 
life and the lives of others then you 
may be guilty of suicide or first de­ 
gree murder.
